Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-18 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a fast time-sequential color-separating liquid crystal projector including a prism module 
that separates an incident light into various wavelength ranges of light beams which are emitted 
from various prisms of the prism module a plurality of ferroelectric liquid crystal panels 
respectively placed on emerging surfaces of the various wavelength ranges of light beams to 
reflect the various wavelength ranges of light beams to the prism module and a power supply 
respectively connected to the plurality of ferroelectric liquid crystal panels for fast-switching the 
liquid crystal panels, respectively, to sequentially emit the various wavelength ranges of light 
beams from the prism module.
